paper it is written on, so the gentle­

ordinance will have to be passed 
and new contract entered into b e ­ 
fore the work of paving is com ­ 
menced. 


Mr. Myers was awarded the con ­ 
tract at ¿1.86 per square yard, but 
when the ordinance and contract 
were submitted to 
his 
attorney, 
John Montgomery, jr., a defect was 
found that it is alleged invalidates 
the ordinance. 


One of the requirements is 
that 
before a contract can be let an es­ 
timate of the cost of the work must 
be filed by the city engineer, and in 
no case can the contract price ex­ 
ceed this estimate. 


On the night that the old council 
passed out of existence, the Seventh 
street paving ordinance was passed 
and the 
engineer’s 
estimate 
was 
properly filed. 


Later, the question 
was raised 
that the old council had no right to 
pass the ordinance, and in conse­ 
quence the new council rescinded 
the action complained of and the 
ordinance was again passed. 
In this latter case, however, no 
attention was paid to the engineer’s 
estimate, 
and this is the defect that 
it is n o w claimed invalidates the or­ 
dinance. 
Mr. Myers was seen this raorn- 
ing 
by a 
D e m o c r a t reporter and 
admitted that he \vould not begin 
the work until a new ordinance had 
been passed and a new contract en­ 
tered into. 
He is anxious to begin 
work, but says to do so under the 
present state of affairs would inval­ 
idate the tax bills, and he cannot 
afford 
to take any chances about 
getting his money. 
New bids will have to be adver­ 
tised for, and possibly Mr. 
Myers 
will not be awarded the contract 
the next time.

Home Life as Soon in ’sGraveu- 
deel, Holland. 
Welcome To the

NTolaatij 
lived 
with 
her grand­ 
mother in a little thatched ^cottage 
on the edge of the village of 'sGrav- 
endecl, 
in 
Holland. 
The cottage, 
was built of 3xdlow and black bricks 
set in curious figures, and there was 
a low door so cut in the middle that, 
while the lower part was closed, the 
upper part might be opened. 
It 
was painted green and was quite 
overgrown with hop vines. 
Beside 
the door was a long wooden bench, 
and on this bench might be seen 
several huge cans of brass, shining 
like gold in the sun. 
When it is 
said that there were two square win­ 
dows and 
a huge chimney, about 
which the swallows flew, there is 
little to add. 
Inside the floor was made of bright 
red tiles, and just opposite the door 
was the hearth, with the lireplaco 
huge, and set with blue tiles; and 
over the fire of peat hung a large 
iroii])ot on a crane, and from the 
pot, which had a shiny brass rim, 
came a most appi*tizing sputtering 
and bubbling sound. 
On one side of the room and al­ 
most filling it was a largo mahogany 
doul) lo-decked 
bed, built into the 
wall, like a closet, with doors, whicli 
were to be closed tightly to kc(‘p 
out the drauglits at nigiit— such a 
quct*r bed, with oiTght tulips paint­ 
ed in staring cohu's all over it.

The road 
along the dijke led from tlie neigh­ 
boring village of Decl-op-dcn-Dyke 
to Dort; but, as 1 sav, (xcei'it on 
market days, jieople very seldom 
wanted to go to Dort, and the peo- 
])le of Dort seeimnl never to tliink 
of I) eel-op-dcn-I) \kt\ 
So, save tliiC 
waving arms of the windmills and 
an oc'casional sight of one of the 
miller's men, a'i dust white, si'tting 
the sail in the direction of tlie wind, 
there was little stirring in the vil­ 
lage. 
With the iirst beams of the suii 
the thrifty peasants betake them to 
thelields; and they'woi'k their small 
plots of land to such purposo that 
the whole country, as seen from the 
high windows of the mills, resombU's 
a iiug..* patchwork of dilTcrcnt tones 
of green.
